It also 
promises and asks co-operation in the m at­ 
ter of working-carus, so tha t no discarded 
memb er oi a trades union can b ecome a 
K night of Lab or, and vice versa. 
It also 
recommends the appointm ent of a com m it­ 
tee of live to stand until the convening of 
the Richmond assemb ly, to confer With 
such trades unions as m ay desire a confer­ 
ence on any sub ject, and ends as follows: 
We further b elieve tha t upon a demand 
for increase of wages or shorter hours of la­ 
b or made b y either organization, a confer­ 
ence should b o held witu the organized la­ 
b orers employed in the estab lishm ent 
Ac­ 
tion upon other difficulties to b e agreed 
upon in like m anner, and tha t in the settle­ 
m ent of any difficulties b etween em ployer 
and employes the organizations represented 
in the estab lishm ent shall b e parties to the 
term s of settleaient, 
“T rusting tha t the method proposed herein 
w ill m eet w ith your approval, and that or­ 
ganized lab or will move forw ard and 
on­ 
w ard in harm ony of effort and interest, we 
are yours fraternally. ” 
It is stated tha t som ething has b een done 
to stop indiscrim inate striking and b oycot­ 
ting, b ut w hat are the methods to b e used 
have not b een made pub lic. 
The ex ecutive 
b oard, on the sub ject of centralization as 
ex emplified b y the Home club principles, 
now stands seven against the Home club , 
three for it, and one doub tful. 
A circular 
was given to the pub lic stating tha t the ob ­ 
ject of the Home club was not to depose 
Rowderly, and declaring that all internal 
strife had b een am icab ly settled and that 
the very b est of fealing prevails am ong the 
delegates. 
The latter part of the afternoon session 
was given up to a veritab le love-feast, and 
a t 5 o'clock the convention adjourned sine 
die, having in the ten days’ session accom­ 
plished all tha t the most sanguine b ad an ­ 
ticipated.

Success depends upon the 
ability of the teacher to change the work 
often, and at the same time make every 
new task interesting. To do tius the 
teacher much read much and think more. 
Do not rely upon the spur of the mo­ 
ment to furniBh y ou with ideas and plans. 
Have these studied out and ready for ap­ 
plication at any a nd^l times.—Ex. 


The Teacher and His Office. 
When orators and essay ists are pointing 
with pride to American institutions, the 


American public school sy stem affords 
them their happiest illustration. 
Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie, in his recent work, en­ 
titled, “ Triumphant Democracy ,” say s: 
America is the only country which 
spends more money upon education than 
on war or the preparation for war. Great 
Britain does n ot spend one-third as much, 
France n ot one-ninth, or Russia not one- 
twenty -ninth on education as on the 
army .'’ 
“ The free eommon-school sy stem of 
the land is probably , after all, the great­ 
est single power in tlie edify ing process 
which is producing the new American 
race. 
Through the crucible of a good 
common English education, furnished 
free by the State, pass the various racial 
elements—children 
of Irishmen, 
Ger­ 
mans, Italians, Spaniards and Sweeds, 
side by side with the native American, 
all to be fused into one, in language, in 
thought, in feeling, and in patriotism. 
The Irish boy loses his brogue, and the 
German child learns English. 
The sy m­ 
pathies suited to the feudal sy stems of 
Europe, which tley inherit from their 
fathers, pass off as dross, leaving behind 
the pure gold of a noble political creed: 
‘All such are erected free and equal.’ 
This is the tribute of a British subject, 
who, after long residence in this country 
and from intimate acquaintance with our 
commercial, social and political affairs up­ 
on this side of the water, feels justified in 
declaring that Democracy has brought to 
America blessings unknown to the people 
whose rulers are emperors or kings. 
The 
amount of money expended in the con­ 
duct of the American public schools for 
the y ear 1884 was something over $100,- 
000,000. 
It is the history of the settle­ 
ment of the territories that millions are 
expended for public schools before ap­ 
plication is made for the privilege of 
erecting a state-house. 
One might well 
suppose, when contemplating these sums, 
or when heeding the approving com­ 
ments of writers and speakers, that the 
sy stem must be entirely satisfactory in 
its operation: for it would be but natural 
to presume that so much money would 
not be expended save to the very best 
purpose. 
But investigation reveals a 
condition of things strangely at variance 
with the spirit in which the public school 
sy stem of the United States was conceiv­ 
ed. 
It will be found that the splendid 
results of the sy stem have depended upon 
two things: First, the liber^J disposition 
of the taxpay ers; and. second, the self- 
sacrificing devotion of the teachers. The 
former have provided ample means, but 
the latter have not received any thing like 
their due proportion thereof. 
A just 
share of the money has not been spent 
for teaching. 
Building contractors have 
received too much of it. 
Local authori­ 
ties have alway s held the provision of 
competent teachers to be of secondary 
moment. 
Therefore we find in States 
which boast of their educational facilities 
and the magnitude of their annual edu­ 
cational budget, the teachers receiving, 
on an average, less than the wages of un­ 
skilled labor in other vocations; and we 
also find in these same states, where one 
would expect naturally to meet with 
liberal ideas resultant from these mighty 
educational processes, women regarded 
as disqualified, by the mere fact of sex, 
from receiving the wages given men for 
the identical work. 
It is time there should be widespread 
and radical reform. 
The teacher is of 
chief importance in a school. He is more 
essential than the desk, the book, the cu­ 
pola or the facade, to the training and 
well-being of the pupil. 
Upon him de­ 
pends the effective disposition of the 
people’s money . 
It is necessary , accord­ 
ingly , that he should be cared for prop­ 
erly . Three positions, having in view 
the betterment of his condition, have 
been much discussed of recent y ears. 
One is that he be paid higher wages; 
another is that he should be pensioned 
after long y ears of public service, and 
the third is that he should hold office dur­ 
ing good behavior. 
But these should not 
be regarded as alternative propositions. 
Whether or not his tenure of office should 
be made permanent, whether or not he 
should be pensioned, he should in any 
event be paid wages commensurate to 
some extent with the dignity of his office. 
There are few vocations which demand 
as high order of ability , or which require 
the maintenance before the community 
of such an exemplary personality . 
Posi­ 
tions as teachers are now sought by many 
who deliberately use them as stepping- 
stones to something else—y oung women 
pending marriage, y oung lawy ers pend­ 
ing the coniine of their first clients, 
y oung doctors pending their first call. 
The profession deserves better than this. 
It should not be regargedas a make-shift, 
or kind of temporary refuge for the dis­ 
tressed of their vocations. Such members 
can afford to work cheaply , and to such 
the school-boards look for recruits 
and 
have no difficulty in finding plenty of 
them, thereby being enabled to spend the 
people’s money for the benefit of con­ 
tractors and for paraphernalia of ques­ 
tionable utility . It is not to the work of 
such recruits, though* they compromise a 
large proportion of .the school-teachers of 


the country , that the progress of educa 
tion is owing; it is to those who, in the 
face of small salaries and other discour­ 
agements. loy ally cling to the work to 
which they believe they havebeen called, 
who devote themselves to teaching as to 
a science which is worthy their continuous 
study and life-long pursuit. 
Teachers 
are not to be employ ed as we employ dig­ 
gers of ditches. 
It is not every man who 
can teach, though there be few who can­ 
not use a spade. 
They should be em­ 
ploy ed because they arc skilled in teach- 
The State confesses the need of 
ing. 
skilled teachers in the provision of the 
normal schools. 
Now, it is evident that 
if the State deserve the unremitting and 
unswerving services of the teacher#, it 
should pay to them such wages as would 
enable them to live in comfort and re­ 
spectability while engaged in that service, 
and, as they cannot be expected to en­ 
gage in outside pursuits for pecuniary 
profit, those wages should either be large 
enough to enable them to provide against 
the incapacity of old age, or they should 
be pensioned in comfort after they have 
spent their best day s in the service of the 
State. 
But whichever be 
the better 
policy —and surely tht teachers deserve 
as much at the hands of the State as the 
soldiery —it remains that the teacher at 
least should be relieved of anxiety lest he 
be suspended at the end of tiie school- 
term for no fault of his own. 
Pensions, 
as rule, are not in keeping with the prin­ 
ciples of Democratic Government, but 
the reasons which justify the permanent 
official tenure anti ultimate pensions of 
military officers, clearly apply in the 
case of the teachers, for they must spec­ 
ially equip themselves for the work of 
teaching and devote themselves to it ex­ 
clusively . But we may repeat, if it be too 
much to ask that they be pensioned it is 
not too much to asK that they be paid 
the wages of highly skilled labor and that 
they be not subjected to the anxieties and 
annoy ances of scheming to hold their pos­ 
itions. The teacher of the private school 
is able to make his own fortune, but the 
teacher of the public school can look for­ 
ward to nothing bey ond that which the 
State may choose to give him. 
The State can well afford to be gener­ 
ous in this matter. 
If such admirable re­ 
sults have been achieved throught the 
free-edy cation policy of the people thus 
far, ib would be found, under a policy 
which would involve the improvement 
of the teacher s condition, that the cause 
of education would advance at a rate un­ 
paralleled in the previous educational 
history of the country . 
Made secure in 
their offiees. they could go confidently 
forward in the great wTork they have to 
do, battling against ignorance, prejudice 
and the powers of darkness. They would 
not be tempted to trim, compromise, or 
abate their self-respect. 
They would ac­ 
quire personally the prestige which prop­ 
erly belongs to their high and worthy 
office, and could demand the considera­ 
tion they must now implore. 
It used to 
be said during the war that it was the 
school-house against slavery , and the 
school-teacher triumphed most certainly 
when shackels fell from the limbs of the 
bondmen. 
For his services to humanity 
he receives much wordy tribute. 
It is 
quite time he should enjov more substan­ 
tial reward. 
The people are entirely 
willing. 
But the will of the people often 
finds curious expression from delegated 
authority , and things go strangely awry 
when the books of a State treasurer will 
show millions spent for education and 
the teachers receiving on an average but 
little more than a dollar a day .
